Able to Hear Noises 
Made by Electrons 


By means of the rado vacuum-tube 
amplifier, sclentists have been able to 
hear the noises made by electrons, the 
infinitely small units of electricity as 
they are “bombarded” ngainst the 
plate in the tube from the hot fila- 
ment, says Popular Mechanles Maga- 
zine, These e:ectrons, It Is held, carry 
the current and make possible the 
operation of the tube, which is capa- 
ble of tremendous amplification. 
Through this, a new way of measur- 
Ing the value of the electron charge 
has been developed and a method of, 
research opened which may lead to 
valuable knowledge concerning, the 
electron and its properties, Previ- 
ously, It has been studied by means 
of tiny drops of ll, observing thelr 
movements between two electrically 
charged plates. Droplets are made to 
fall slowly or rapidly or are held sta- 
tlonary between the plates, according 
to the presence of charged electrons 
In them and the voltage applied to the 
plates, With proper amplification, 
the roar of the electrons in the tube 
can be magnified fo produce a volume

Tree Rings Will Tell 


Secrets to Scientists 
Sclentists of the Fleld Museum of 
Natural History -expect to learn what 
the wenther has been ike for 200 
years or more In the vicinity, of Chl- 
cago by. studying the. rings on oak 
and willow stumps, says a museum 
bulletin. It ns been found that trees 
ef various kinds register within thelr 
trunks a falrly accusute record of the 
seasons, because the wood ipat grew 
in the gummer and. that h grew

the annual rings. By these compari- 
sons, deductions as to the amount of 
rainfall and sunshine that the trees 
recelved can be mad 
Carrying the study fupfher, the mi- 
croscope is expected to disclose what 
part of the wood was formed during 
cold, rainy and dry seasons, for the 
structure of the little sap tubes dif- 
fers according to these conditions. 
Experiments. and observations also 
have shown that the greatest growth 
in trees occurs on the side opposite 
|the direction of the winds. For In- 
stance, there are trees In Colorado In 
which the heart of the trunk fs close 
to the bark on the slüe from which 
the prevalling winds blow.

It fs absolutely sterile and pare, hav- 
ing been sterilized before leaving the 
factory. ‘The water, removed by evap- 
oration, may be replaced very easily 
and the milk returned to its original 
wolumé, Evaporated milk may be ob- 
tained In small cans, contalning six 
ounces or In larger ones containing 
sixteen anil enti be taken to the eamp 
in quantities mulliclent for the peeds of 
the entire period, thus assuring a con- 
stant supply Of püre, fresh milk with- 
Out the worry or tthe danger attached 
1o the tie of the market product,

* Causes of Landslide 


In describing some troublesome 
landslides that have taken place ip 
England, owing to wet weather, Mr. 
William Platt, author of “A Popular 
Geology," says: ‘ 

The causes are simple enough. 
Whenever the geological formatlon 
Is that of alternate hard and soft 
rocks, and when this occurs in any 
sufüclently steep bank, bill or moun: 
tain, there will always be the risk of 
a landslide, especially after heavy 
rains, Which soak into the softer lay- 
ers nnd:make them loose and slip- 
pery. 

Landslides may be divided Into two 
classes—natural and artificial. The 
former occur in the wear and tear of 
nature, 

That picturesque mountain in the 
Derbyshire Pennines called Mam Tor 
is so liable to landslides that {t has 
been nicknamed locally "The Shiver 
ing Mountain." Another celebrated 
instance Is the landslip near Shank- 
Mn, Isle of Wight. : Y 

At Merok, In Norway (Norangsdal) 
a huge landslide dammed up a river 
valley, causing the water to pile up 
and form a lake. The people w 
lived In the village In the valley man- 
aged to escape, but thelr red-roofed 
cottages can be seen today under the 
clear waters of the hugo tarn thus 
formed.
